Egypt and the Sudan. 


Zaghlul Pasha, the Prime Minister of 
Egypt, is on his way to London. When 
he leit Alexandria last Friday he was 
accorded an enthusiastic farewell by his 
supporters; the streets were decked with 
flags and many Egyptians of all classes 
kissed the hand of the departing Premier. 
The object of his journey is to negotiate 
with the British Government about the 
future status of the Sudan. Since 
the withdrawal of British control Egypt 
has deteriorated in every possible way. 
The scrupulous methods of British officials 
have been replaced by a system of 
wholesale bribery. The inferiority of 
Egyptian administration is shown in many 
aspects of public and private life. In 
Cairo the once beautiful and clean streets 
have fallen into a deplorable condition. 
The water supply of the country, which 
was managed so capably by the British 
Irrigation Service, now is precarious in the 
extreme and can be insured only by 
liberal bribes from landowners. Two years 
of native government have wrought havoc 
in the railway system, which under the 
British régime was extremely efficient. A 
correspondent of The Times writes that the 
tourist can reckon safely on three or four 
hours’ delay in the journey, to Luxor. 
All the public services show lovidenes of 
It is not unnatural 
Egyptians should be suffer- 
ing from their recently acquired 
autonomy. Experience is needed for 
eficient government, and infant States 
cannot hope to move by themselves 
without some preliminary tumbles. The 
troubles of the newly established Egyptian 
Government need not be taken as proof 
that native control is doomed to failure, 
but they must convince any reasonable 
onlooker of the folly of including the 
Sudan \in the same system. The Sudan 
was lifted by firm and efficient British rule 
from the chaos into which the Mahdi’s 
oppression had plunged it. In twenty years 
the population was trebled and vast dis- 
tricts of waste land were rendered fertile. 
The Sudanese, who are pure-bred Africans, 
have no ties, save that of a common 
religion, with the Egyptians; and it is 
most improbable that they will feel any 
desire to exchange the advantages of 
British rule for the maladministration 
which is afflicting Egypt. The real point 
at issue is the control of the River. Nile. 
Unfounded statements have been circulated 
to the effect that irrigation projects in the 
Sudan will deprive Egypt of those life- 
giving waters. These statements have 
combined with the widespread hatred of 
England, on theoretical grounds, to launch 
the present agitation. The British Govern- 
ment cannot yield to the extravagant 
demands of Zaghlul Pasha. Lord Parmoor 
made its attitude clear a month ago, and 
no threats or arguments from Zaghlul 
Pasha will cause it to change its mind.

The World’s Wheat. 


The price of wheat has risen suddenly 
on the world’s exchanges, and the causes 
of the flurry are still obscure. We may be 
threatened with a real shortage at the 
coming harvest, or the increased price may 
be the result of a plan by American 
speculators to “bull the market.” The 
American farmers are jubilant, because 
their industry was in a bad way, and the 
sudden jump in wheat prices promises to 
counteract their losses on a backward 
maize crop. The immediate excuse for the 
jump was a report of a widespread out- 
break of black rust in the Canadian wheat 
crops. This rumour is contradicted 
strongly by the Canadian authorities in 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, but there 
seems to be at least some ground for the 
fear that the Canadian harvest may fall 
below the average. In any case, causes 
are at work throughout the world which 
are tending to produce a shortage in 
Europe's supplies of wheat. The amount 
which Russia is able to export at present 
is small; for she can barely feed herself, 
and the vast granary of Siberia has been 
neglected in recent years. Australia’s 
wheat supplies are being diverted in in- 
creasing quantities to the Far East, where 
popular taste is shifting rapidly from rice 
to wheat as a staple article of food. The 
United States now need a very large pro- 
portion of their own supplies, especially 
as a multitude of farmers has gone out of 
business on aécount of ‘financial losses 
between 1921 and 1923. It is quite pos- 
sible, therefore, that Europe’s supplies 
may be shorter and dearer until Russia 
has made a full recovery from her 
Bolshevist disorders. For this misfortune 
one consolation is offered to Englishmen. 
The threatened shortage may impress 
British consumers and producers’ with 
the value and importance of the 
home crop. A writer in the Observer 
says. that English wheat-growers were 
giving up the fight in despair, but 
that this year’s harvest, which is likely to 
be plentiful, will encourage them to main- 
tain the old tradition by renewing faith in 
the land. Unhappily, we have no such 
consolation in the Free State, where the 
most that we can expect is that, if wheat 
prices increase, the Government will take 
steps to prevent an orgy of local “ profiteer- 
ing ’’ in the staff of life.

A Chino-lItish Mystery. 


No doubt, the queer story of the Chino- 
Trish seals which Lieutenant-Colonel Spain, 
C.M.G., tells in the August number ol 
the Cornhill Magazine will be new to the 
great majority of Irishmen. In 1780 a 
turf-cutter found in a bog, near Mount- 
rath, a small image of an ape, seated on a 
rectangular base.

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THE NAVAL REVIEW. 
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59 FLEET STREET, LONDows, 
Sunpay Níor. 

The naval review yesterday was a magni- 
ficent spectacle, and for some reasons it 
seemed even more impressive than that 
held just before the war. Then there was 
only a suspicion that all was not well in 
Europe, and scarcely a thought that the 
ships then lining the Solent would soon 
disappear for years. Yesterday one saw 
vessels whose heroic deeds will go down in 
history, ships that had fought at Jutland, 
the Dogger Bank and the Dardanelles. I1 
was impossible to pass through these great 
fighting machines without a thrill of pride 
and satisfaction that they had done their 
work so well. The King, on the bridge 
of the Royal Yacht, saluted every vessel 
as he passed, and was answered by the 
ringing and spontaneous cheers of the 
crews. The weather was fairly good, and 
the vast crowds that travelled down to 
Portsmouth quite early in the morning 
were well rewarded for their exertions. - 


The Allied Conference. 


The Allied Conference, which meets 
again to-morrow for a plenary session, this 
week will face the hardest part of its task. 
The meetings already held have not been 
fruitless. They have given the delegates 
one primary objective, which is to arrive at 
a formula to provide security for the 
bankers who are to guarantee the German 
loan, without infringing upon the French 
interpretation of “security. If a middle 
course is discovered which will satisfy 
both these parties, the work of the Con- 
ference will be simplified. Fortunately, 
there is every indication that the bankers 
appreciate the French point of view, and 
there has now sprung up in Paris an 
opinion which is not antagonistic to the 
demands of the bankers, who are also 
deeply concerned with “security.” At no 
former Conference has the position been 
soiclear, and at no previous time has there 
been more disposition on the part of the 
delegates to give consideration to opinions 
opposed to their own. 


A Protest. 


Lord Birkenhead to-morrow will present 
to the House of Lords the first . public 
petition laid before it for upwards of 
thirty-five years. It is from the National 
Union of Manufacturers, and calls the 
attention of the House to the grave danger 
to British industry and the increased un- 
employment which may result from the 
Dawes Report being placed in operation. 
A Committee of Inquiry is asked for before 
the country is definitely committed io the 
report. A similar petition will be presented 
in the House of Commons. 


The Week's Programme. 


The House of Commons for its penult 
mate week will have a great deal of busi- 
ness to transact. The report stage of the 
Agricultural Wages Bill will be taken to 
morrow, while on Tuesday, on the vote for 
the Middle East, there will be a debate on 
the Treaty of Iraq, which has been condi- 
tionally ratified by the National Assembly 
of King Feisul. Mr. Shaw will be the 
subject of a third attack on Wednesday, 
when a vote for the Ministry of Labour 
will be considered. “Thursday s business ts 
uncertain, but it is probable that there 
may be a discussion on the refusal of the 
Government to deal sufficiently with the 
cruiser question, while the abandonment of 
Singapore may also come up again. 


The Building Dispate. 


Suffering from a strike, and threatened 
with a lock-out, the building industry 1s 
ir. a most disturbed state. An oppor- 
tunity, however, has been presented by 
the Ministry of Labour of bringing about 
a happier state of affairs. The men are 
to decide to-morrow whether they will 
accept the invitation of the Ministry to 
a conference in the afternoon. It 1s 
scarcely conceivable that the men will 
refuse to enter into a conference upon 
their claims. The number of operatives 
on strike has been variously stated as 
between 100,000 and 300,000; but, what- 
ever the actual number, it is certain that 
the men have nothing to gain by bringing 
the whole industry to a state of stagna- 
tion at a time when so much work remains 
to be done. Nothing can excuse a refusal 
of the invitation of the Ministry of Labour, 
and, if a more reasonable spirit asserts 
itself in the morning, the dispute may be 
well on the way to settlement by the 
aiternoon. 


London's Electricity. 


Pending negotiations between the Elee 
tricity Commissioners and the companies, 
the debate on the second reading of the 
London Electricity Bills, which was fixed 
for to-morrow, has been postponed. ‘The 
Government is in an uneasy position with 
regard to these private bills which have 
been promoted by the electrical companies. 
The purpose of the measures is to postpone 
until 1971 the purchase rights which are 
to be conferred upon the London County 
Council in 1931 under an Act passed in 
1919. The Ministry ,of Transport en- 
dorsed these bills wher they were passing 
through the House of Lords, but the back- 
benchers of the Labour Party have com- 
bined since with a number of Liberals 
to oppose any extension of time. They 
are looking for Socialism to become 
effective in the electric power and light 
industry by 1931, and on this subject, as 
on several others, the ' overnment is being 
threatened by its own left wing. 


A New Horror. 


The Royal Air Force at Farnborough 
is carry.*« out experiments with a new 
horror for use in aerial wariare. It takes 
the form of winged bombs launched from 
aeroplanes travelling at more than two 
miles an hour, and directed by wireless. 
The ‘plane, loaded with bombs, is directed 
over a fixed course, and automatically the 
deadly cargo is released when the right 
spot is reached. The machine is then 
brought back to the place from which it 
started, and everything is done by a man 
at a keyboard. The experiments have been 
going on for years, and it is understood 
tha* considerable success has been 
attained. 


Air Lines. 


The French Government is disappointeé 
at the results of the subsidy granted to 
the air lines working between London and 
Paris. Statistics show that only six 
per cent. of the passengers who had; the 
Journey by air were of French nationality. 
Three out of every four passengers were 
British or American, and these nearly 
all travelled by British lines. The French 
lines already receive a subetantial subsidy 
from the Government, and an increase 0! 
the financial support is not regarded 
as necessary. Action, however. 
be taken in order to make air transport 
more popular with French citizens, and 
with this object some form of propaganda 
will be undertaken to call attention to 
air transport in general, and the French 
cross-Channel services in particular. 


The Grand Prix. 


The Royal Automobile Club has re- 
ceived an increasing number of applica- 
tions for reservation of seats in the grand 
stand for the Grand Prix, to be held at 
Lyons at the beginning of next month, 
and for car space in the official garage. 
A considerable number of members and 
associate members have uested the 
touring department to engage hotel accom- 
modation, which, in the majority of cases, 
has been secured in spite of the general 
demand.

At St. Finbarr’s (South), Parish Church, 
Cork, yesterday, the following announcement 
was read by order of the Most Rev. Dr.

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AMPOSING REVIEW AT 
SPITHEAD. 


During the morning the lines of the Fleet 
were open, and all kinds of vessels earrying 
sight-seers weaved in and out viewing the 


When one o'clock came the lines were 
cleared for the great ceremony of the day. It 
was, however, two o'clock when the 
King, i e uniform of an Admiral of 
the Fleet, left the harbour in the Royal 
yacht Victoria and Albert, with the Prince 
of Wales also on board. In. front of. the 
vessel steamed the Trinity vessel Patricia, 
in which was the Duke of Connaught, Master 
of Trinity House, and the Elder Brethren 
acting as pilots to the King. Close behind 
the Royal yacht came the Enchantress, with 
the Lords of the Admiralty on board and 
other distinguished onlookers, including mem- 
bers of the Government and the Prime 
Ministers and delegates attending the 
Reparations Conference. On board the 
Princess. Margaret, which followed, were the 
Ambassadors of France, Belgium, and Japan, 
among many other foreign representatives. 

Flying overhead as an aerial escort were 
three small aeroplanes, known as “‘ fly- 
catchers.” These machines are single-seated, 
deck-landing fighting biplanes, with a speed 
of 150 miles per hour. Flying low and close 
together, they passed and re-passed over the 
Victoria and Albert and the accompanying 
yachts until they turned into the line of ships 
of the Fleet. 

The first battleship to salute the King was 
the flagship, Queen Elizabeth, which made 
history in the war—first, when she received 
her baptism of fire in the Dardanelles; later. 
when she floated the flag of the Admiral of the 
Fleet, Earl Beatty, and immediately efter 
the war when the German officers sent to 
settle the naval terms of armistice signed in 
the Admiral’s cabin the surrender of the High 
Seas Fleet. 

On the south of the Royal yacht lay the 

huge battleships of the Atlantic Fleet, 
Barham, carrying the flag of Vice-Admiral Sir 
Edwyn 8. Alexander Sinclair, commanding 
the Third Battle Squadron; Resolution, 
‘carrying the flag of Rear-Admiral William 
H. D. Boyle, commanding the First Battle 
Squadron—Valiant, Warspite, Malaya, Royal 
Sovereign, Royal Oak, and Revenge. The 
battleship Centurion, the flagship of Vice- 
Admiral the Hon. Victor A. Stanley, linked 
up the Reserve Fleet with the Atlantic Fleet ; 
she, also, in an interesting manner linked up 
past and present, and her presence symbolised 
to some extent the effect upon the Navy of 
the war and the Washington Treaty. The 
Centurion was the only fighting ship to-day 
which took part in the review of ten years 
ago. The single battle cruiser present, the 
Tiger, is the only survivor of Earl Beatty's 
squadron which took such a prominent part 
in the war. 
_ A striking evidence of the changes which 
the war had produced in the Navy were the 
two aircraft carriers, Argus and Hermes. This 
was the first occasion on which such vessels 
have appeared in a naval review. 

The King disembarked at 4.45 and returned 
to London by train. The Fleet was then 
opened again to visitors, who swarmed round 
it in thousands. Soon after 10 o'clock the ships 
were illuminated and gave searchlight dis- 


enjoyment of the immense crowds on shore. 
The ships dispersed yesterday evening, 
when the vessels of the Atlantic Fleet pro- 
ceeded to their home ports to give summer 
leave, and the Reserve Fleet left for their 


maneeuvres in the English Channel. 


THE KING’S MESSAGE TO THE 
FLEET. 


The following messages were exchanged by 


John de Roebuck at the conclusion of the

“From His Maiesty the King, afloat, to 
the Commander-in-Chief.

POSTS FOR LATE ARMY

Following conversations which he has had 
with representatives of the British Govern- 
ment during the last few days, regarding the 
claims for-compensation for pre-truce damage 
in the Free State, Mr. O'Higgins, Minister of 
Justice, returned to Dublin yesterday. 

It will be remembered that the President 
stated recently in the Dail that important and 
rather complicated issues had arisen out of 
the proposal to establish a War Compensation 
Tribunal, and that the Minister of Justice was 
going to London to discuss those issues, and 
to endeavour to assure Irish claimants an 
equitable settlement of their claims. It is 
expected that the result of his conversations 
with the British authorities will be disclosed 
by the Minister to the Dail on Friday. 

The Senate will meet to-day at 3 o'clock, 
when the principal business will be the con- 
sideration of the Appropriation Bill, which 
is in reality the Government's statement of 
accounts, or the estimated expenditure on 
public services for 1924-25. The only other 
business of any importance is the report of 
the Committee on accommodation at Kings- 
town Pier. 

On Friday the Dail wiil re-assemble to 
dispose of the business which to-day's ais 
of the Senate will leave for it. It is expecte 
that it will adjourn for the recess on the 
same evening. 

Before the recess the President will submit 
the name of the new Minister of Defence. It 
is the general belief that Mr. Patrick 
MacGilligan, the Minister of Industry and 
Commerce, will be asked to exchange that 

ortfolio for the leadership of the 
ansteneat of Defence. So far only 
one other name has been mentioned in con- 
nection with the oftice. It is the name of Mr. 
E. J. Duggan, the Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Executive Council. It is, however, the 
considered opinion of most of the Deputies in 
the House that the present Minister of In- 
dustry and Commerce will be the President's 
selection. 

There is a possibility, of course, that Mr. 
Duggan would in that event be asked to suc- 
aa Mr. McGilligan, in the office of Industry 
and Commerce, but one more readily accepts 
the suggestion that Professor O'Sullivan, of 
Cork a prominent member of the Ministerial 
Party, will be the Government's choice. 

General O'Duffy, the Comniander-in-Chief 
of the Army, will be leaving that post in the 
immediate future to resume executive control 
of the Civic Guard. General Sean M‘Mahon, 
the ex-Chief of Staff, who has been re- 
appointed lately on the active list of the 
Army, with the rank of Major-General, will, 
ti is understood, be made Inspector-General 
of the Forces. 

General McMahon was one of the officers 
who comprised the old Army Council. 
His colleagues, Lieutenant-General Sean 
O Muirthuile, the !ate Quartermaster-General 
and Major-General Gerald O'Sullivan, the 
late Adjutant-General, I understand, will 
receive other appointments in the Government 
service in the very near future. The name of 
Lieutenant-General O Muirthuile is mentioned 
in connection with an important post on the 
Irish Prisons Board, and that of Major- 
General O’Sulivan in connection with an ap- 
pointment in the Ministry of Education. 

The unusually long delay which has occurred 
in regard to the issue of writs for the three 
or four by-elections that are pending is excit- 
ing some comment in the country. A special 
meeting of the Mayo County Council, which 
was summoned last week to protest against 
the delay, fell through for want of a quorum: 

The requisition, which was signed by four 
members of the Council, set forth a special re- 
solution for consideration.

IRISH BOUNDARIES. 


BAN ON DISCUSSLON 
REMOVED. 


The Times in a leading article says :—We 
publish this morning the first of a short series 
of articles designed to explain impartially 
the Irish boundary question, upon which some 
settlement will have to be attempted very 
soon. It will be remembered that when Mr. 
Justice Feetham arrived in this country he 
announced his intention of studying the 
problem on the spot, and suggested that, in 
the meantime and during his informal con- 
versations with the party leaders, the Press 
and the public inoue “abstain, so far as 
possible, from controversial comment.” This 
reasonable request was accepted with rare 
exceptions in the spirit in which it was made, 
both here and in ireland. Mr. Justice 
Feetham was left by most speakers and 
writers to form his own opinions. The 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Council also 
met during the period of this self-imposed 
silence, and, after hearing arguments on both 
sides, reserved their decision. That decision, it 
is announced, will not be givenin open court, 
but the advice of the Committee will be 
tendered confidentially to’ ; Majesty, whose 
Ministers wfll presumably disclose it in due 
course. 

In the meantime, the ban on discussion 
being removed, the moment seems opportune 
for che public to inform itself ou the real 
points at issue. From our articles it will be 
seen that the difficulties are deep-seated, and 
arise out of centuries of political and religious 
controversy. Nothing is gained by shutting 
our eyes to these diffculties or by pretending 
that they do not exist, nor is anything 
gained by exaggerating them. Our Corre- 
spondent neither exaggerates nor ignores 
them. but rather attempts to see them in 
proper proportion. Such an attempt, pro- 
vide’ that there is good-will on both sides 
and a real desire for a settlement, may do 
something towards clearing the air.

OBJECTIONS TO ITS TRANSFER. 

The Special Correspondent of The Times, in 
an article on “ Boundaries in Ireland.” 
writes:—In the main, Protestant opinion is 
opposed to the transfer of Newry to the Free 
State. The local Unionists admit that the 
Catholics are in a great majority, but point 
out that the port is necessary to the large 
tracts of Armagh, South Down, and South- 
East ‘Tyrone, which it serves; that the 
greater part of its import trade is with the 
Six Counties; that the Protestant minority 
pays a disproportionate share of the rates, 
possesses and controls the great majority of 
the mills, and other commercial and financial 
undertakings in the town; is the largest 
employer of labour, and owns a great part 
of the town. They add that in the general 
interests of the Six Counties the Newry 
Canal should remain in Northern hands, 
even if the Free State boundary should be 
advanced into South Armagh. Relations 
between the two elements are strained 
in Newry, and still more in South Armagh, 
since the “ union of hearts,” which was so 
marked in this region during the early stages 
of the war, gradually gave place to suspicion 
and hostility. 

One doubts whether any Northern political 
leader wishes to retain Southern Armagh, 
which, with the exception of a few rural 
electoral divisions north of the line Newtown- 
hamilton-Newry, is predominantly Catholic. 
The population wishes to join the South, the 
soil is.poor, and the tax revenue low. The 
town of Keady and the rural electoral divi- 
sions in the Armazh rural district on the Free 
State border, as far as Middletown, being 
Nationalist, might possibly be exchanged for 
divisions such as Glasslough and Mullvash, in 
Monaghan, which are largely Protestant. A 
line drawn roughly from Middletown, just 
north of Keady, just south of Newtown- 
hamilton, to the border of Down, some three 
or four miles north of Newry, and well to 
the south of Poyntzpass, would be as fair a 
border as any, assuming that a Boundary 
Commission held that the economic objec- 
tions to the surrender of Newry were out- 
weighed by the wishes of a large majority of 
the Newry people, and that Newry was made 
a free port for imports destined for the six 
counties. 


LONDON CONFERENCE. 


OPINION IN AMERICA,

WASHINGTON'S ANCESTOR'S 
DEBT DISCHARGED. 


The American Bar Association, visitors to 
Brasenose College, Oxíord, last Saturday, 
were, apparently, greatly surprised, and 
possibly shocked, to find that there was even 
one Englishman unwilling to pay debts 
charged against him, and that one no less a 
personage than Lawrence Washington, great- 
fel ga ae of the first President of the 

epublic, of Northampton and Sulgrave 
Manor fame, 

After lunching in the Hall with the 
Principal and Fellows, the American lawyers 
were shown old records, which disclose the 
facts that Lawrence Washington matriculated 
at Brasenose in the year 1621, became a 
Fellow in 1623, and went down in 1633. He 
left behind him, however, a personal debt of 
\7s. 10d. for ‘‘battles’’ (bread and beer). 
Efforts were. made by the college authorities 
to collect the amount. but for some reason 
not entered in the minutes. Mr. Washington 
did not pay the 17s. 10d. The Bursar was 
even authorised to begin a suit against him. 
The college books contain no record that the 
debt was ever paid. 

With the amuse! sanction of the Principal 
who said that the debt was stil] owing, the 
Americans representing many States, im- 
mediately proceeded to hold a meeting in the 
Common Room and in recognition of the hos- 
pitality that they were enjoying, as a symbol 
ef their appreciation, and on the one condi- 
tion that the question of interest be definitely 
waived, they unanimously voted to satisfy the 
ancient claim of Brasenose against the family 
of George Washington. The sum needed was 
forthwith subscribed and was then and there 
turned over to the Principal, who gracefully 
accepted it on behalf of the college. 

The books of Brazenose College will no 
longer show any lot on the escutcheon of the 
Washingtons.

BELFAST, Saturday. 

The visit of the Duke and Duchess of York 
to Northern Ireland closed to-day. 

As the destroyer Wryneck drew away from 
Belfast quays and dropped gracefully down 
the Lough, the scene was Pright with the 
rightful sunshine of a warm summer after- 
noon, and the Royal pair, it may well be 
believed, have taken away happy thoughts of 
their week in Ireland. They have left happv 
thoughts of themselves, and thousands of 
Ulster folk now are treasuring the memory 
of a grave salutation from the alert and 
boyish-looking Duke—a_ salutation that 
seemed to be personal to every welcoming 
spectator, though it must actually have been 
merely to the crowd—and a look from the 
Duchess, whose pretty face was radiant with 
pleasure as she noted the welcome given to 
her husband and herself. A smaller number, 
but by no means a few. will remember par- 
ticularly the evidences given by the Duke of 
York of a close interest in municipal and in- 
dustrial matters, or the sweetness and svm- 
pathy brought by the Duchess to the work- 
benches of the Belfast factory girls and the 
hedsides of hospital patients in Belfast and 
erry. 

Belfast itself, having had the larger share 
in the visit, has chalked this up as a ver: 
special week in its historv. The Duke andl 
Duchess have, in the course of the week, 
actually met a considerable number of its 
people. ‘“‘Presentations’’ have been ne 
formal matter in this instance. The Duke 
and Duchess shook hands with a great manv 
of the persons introduced to them, and re 
membered them at later meetings. 


JOURNEY FROM MOUNTSTEWART 

Their doings to-day afford an example of 
the number of things which the Duke and 
Duchess have crowded into everv hour of the 
public part of their visit. On their wav from 
Mounstewart with their hosts. the Marquis 
and Marchioness of Londonderry, thev visited 
a children’s sports at Castlereagh Park. 
where the people of the beautiful Ards 
country had gathered in strength to see them. 
They boarded the County Down Railway 
Company's Royal train at Newtownards 
Station for the tourney to Belfast. This 
they have travelled on all three of the raii 
way lines which serve Northern Ireland. At 
Newtownards they met representatives of the 
lo al Urban Coun i! and Poor Law (;uardians, 
and received the Chairman (Mr. Thomas 
Richardson), directors, and principal officials 
of the railway. 

At Comber, more presentations, what time 
every man. woman, and child of the town 
who could get within sicht ef the platform 
cheered and cheered acain. and the local finta 
band showed loval welcome In tis own Way. 
Here. too. already the second boreduet of the 
day for the Duchess. while the Duke also on 
this occasion received a present a rold 
movnted biackthorn stick. 

At the Belfast termin' a, which is behind 
the coal banks on the southern quay of the 
Lagan, below the Queen's Bridge, the Rova! 
party was met by the Governor of Northern 
Ireland. with whom, in the absence, through 
illness, of the Duchess of Abercorn, was Ladv 
Katherine Hamilton. ‘lhe carriage procession 
was formed for the journey to the Harbour 
Office by way ot Siation street, Queens 
Bridge, Lower Ann street, and Corporation 
street. The buildings along th streets. as 
well as ali the ships within view down the 
river, were brichtly decorated, and all the 
tramears within view had their trolley poles 
decked with multi-coloured pennons. 

As the procession appeared from the station 
precincts a roa: of acclaim arec‘ed the Roval 
pair on their return to Belfast, and from that 
point to the Harbour oflice it was a con 
tinuous peal of cheering. The footpaths and 
all windows »verlooking the 
densely crowded: interest had not slackened, 
but increased since the first day of the visit. 
The Duke, in view of his 
destroyer Wryacck, wore naval uniform, and 
looked very .wel!, with the colour in. his 
cheeks again that he had lost during the busy 
days before his rest at Mountstewart L bis 
Duchess wore a pretty frock of French grey 
georgette and a pink straw hat, the narrow 
brim turned up 'n front, so that all saw the 
look of pleasure in her eves as she howed 
her acknowledgments of the wonderful 
rreeting. 


RECEPTION AT HARBOUR 
OFFICE, 

Arrived at\the Harbour office, the Duke 
inspected t} card of honour of Harbour 
Police—a fine body of men, more than half of 
them wearing medals. The Duchess stood at 
the top of the steps to the entrance hall, 
where she was in view of many hundreds of 
people, who had managed to get a perch 
or a footing somewhere in the square facing 
the Harbour office. She and the Duke warm! 
greeted Mr. W. E, Williames, Chairman of 
the Harbour koard. w ho had been the first 
Belfast representative to offer them welcome 
on their arrival in the Lough a week ago. 
Mrs. Williames was introduced and presented 
a bouquet. 

Within the fine entrance hall, the Commis- 
sioners, who had been presented a week 
before, formed a procession, which led the 
Royal party up the steps to the splendid 
suite of rooms, so well suited to an occasion 
of the kind. In the lofty Banqueting Hal 
were assembled the majority of the more than 
700 guests invited to the reception by the 
Chairman. The Duke and Duchess were led 
to the dais, but they soon decided to make 
closer acquaintance with the company. ‘The 
wives of the Commissioners were presented, 
and then, gradually working their way 
through the hall, the Duke and Duche 
hands with a large number of the cuests. 

In this way time passed quickly, and. as 
soon as the visitors had taken refreshments. 
the move towards the quay began. A Guard 
of Honour of the Seaforth Highlanders, which 
had arrived in the meantime, was inspected 
by the Duke. 
them a hearty send-off. 


FAREWELL. 


The Wryneck lay at the Liverpool berth. 
In the shed along the berth the Harbour 
Commissioners formed a way for Their Royal 
Highnesses. The latter, however. instead of 
merely passing through, shook hands again 
with every one of the 25 or 30 members 
of the Board and. finally thanked the Chair. 
man for the part he had taken in making the 
visit pleasant. On the quay*there were fare- 
wells to the Governor and Lady Katherine 
Hamilton, to the Marquis and Marchioness 
of Londonderry, to the princinal military and 
police officers, and other official and repre- 
sentative persons. 

Then Their Roval Highnesses went aboard, 
and soon the Wryneck was avay. As she 
moved the Roval pair came within view of 
hundreds of people who had a place of 
vantage on the decks of the Belfast-Liverpoo! 
steamer, Graphic, and there was another 
great burat of cheering. The Duke of Aber- 
corn led another ‘ three cheers. and the 
crowd sang: “Come Back to Erin” The 
Duke and Duchess, it seemed, had hardiv 
known how to acknowledge the singing. but 
all awkwardness was relieved, and thev broke 
into natural laughter when a good Belfast 
voice called out to them not to forget about 
coming back quickly. 

The Duke and Duchess stood on the deck in

STOCKBREEDING IN 
FRANCE. 


REDUCED AREA UNDER 
TILLAGE. 


_ 


PARIS, Saturday. 

The Ministry of Agriculture publishes in 
the Journal Ufficiel figures comparing culti- 
vated areas in 1915 and 1923, with their yield 
in crops. In spite of the considerably in- 
creased area of France since the war, owing 
to the return of Alsace and Lorraine, the 
agricultural situation is far from equalling 
that of 1913. 

The figures given show that for 6,542,230 
hectares sown with wheat in 1913 the yield 
was 66,919,050 quintals. In 1923 the area 
sown was only 5,535,080 hectares, and the 
total yield of wheat. was 74,998,400 quintals. 
This reduced production, both as concerns 
the area sown and the quantity produced, is 
much the same for potatoes, rye, barley, beet- 
.root, hemp, flax and colza. 

The reason, however, is not that large 
tracts of ground are allowed to remain 
waste. The attention of farmers is being 
turne! more and more towards stock-breed- 
ing. Artificial pastures covered 227,920 
hectares in 1913 and 383,210 hectares in 1923, 
while natural grazing land, amounting to 
4.828.768 hectares in 1913, increased to 
5,114,380 hectares in 1923. Meadow land in- 
creased from 1,490,870 hectares to 1,753,050, 
and other pastur> land from ; 702,570 
hectares to 4,073,790 hectares. 

Harvesting has already been begun in the 
rezions to the South of Paris; the first new 
wheat was sold at 90 frs.-a quintal, but the 
price has since risen to 96, largely dwing to 
the firmness of wheat on foreign markets 
owing to poor harvests in several countries, 
and also to a certain disappointment in the 
results of threshing in some districts of 
France. 

It is not yet possible to estimate the yield 
of the French harvest, but it is generally 
considered that it will not be inferior to last 
vear s (76 million quintals). and may possibly 
amount to 80 millions. It is hoped that it 
may not be necessary to import as much 
wheat as last year.—(Reuter.)

Guinness, Messrs. Jacob, Messrs...Goulding, 
and the Midland Great Western Railway Co., 
had recognised this, and now had efficient 
ambulance units attached to their works.: 

The Brigade was always ready to 
advise and train eo tm and continuous 
classes of instruction were held. right through 
the winter months, to which all were cordially 
invited. The work of the Brigade was now 
pretty well known. Their men and nurees 
when necessary attended race meetings, street 
processions, public ceremonies, carnivals, 
theatres, football matches and motor races. 
The Ambulance Transport Service did much 
good work at small cost, and, in the case of 
the very poor, patients were removed to and 
from hospital free of -charge. 

EXTENSION .OF TRAINING. 

An extension of the Brigade training was 
now about to start, first aid on sea as well as 
land. Methods. of life-saving and _ resuscita- 
tion pf the apparently drowned would soon 
form part of ths Brigade work. (Hear, hear.) 
A busy period lay before the Brigade, as 
they were taking charge of all ambulance and 
first-aid arrangements at the Tailteann 
Games, Dublin Horse. Show, and in October 
thirty men and nursing sisters would be on 
duty at Wembley. In September fifty 5t. 
John orderlies and nurses were to take duty 
on the Lourdes Pilgrimage. He pointed out 
that all this service was purely voluntary, 
and the Brigade was dependent entirely on 
public subscriptions to enable them to carry 
on their work. He, therefore, trusted that 
subscriptions and support would be forth- 
coming to keep the work going. The Brigade 
had now purchased a fine hall and class room 
at Strand street, which would in future be 
the headquarters of the Brigade, and would 
give the divisions. opportunity for drilling. and 
instruction under much better and more com- 
fortable conditions, thus‘ saving. the units 
having to pay for a drill hall or borrow rooms 
for this ib This would mean a new 
era for the Brigade and the fulfilment of a 
long-felt want. In conclusion, Sir John ex- 
pressed the Brigade’s indebtedness to Colonel 
Fritz Brase and the Army authorities for 
their kindness in playing that afternoon.

WILL WEMBLEY STRIKE OIL? 


Everyone at the Exhibition is asking the 
quéstion : Will Wembley strike oil, and what 
will happen if it does? On Friday the boring 
of another well was commenced. 
ago Messrs. Vickers began drilling with a 
Rotary outfit. How far down they have got 
ig not made public, nor whether they 
have met with promising shows of 
oil; These things are- always jealously 
‘guarded secrets in the oil fields. 
ut their competitors on a neighbouring 
stand; the Oil Well ‘Engineering Company, 
are not to be outdone. They aleo drill, using 
a éombination outfit of both rotary and. per- 
cussion systems. “The noise of their engines 
can bé heard all round the Amusement Park. 
There would seem to be a desperate race 
between these two -companies.to reach the 
Wembley oil stands. Incidentally, this is a 
rare opportunity to see something of the risks 
and wonders of the oil business. Few people 
in this country have ever seen an oil well 
being drilled. Now the two steel detricks at 
Wembley, towering 120 feet above the 
ground, are becoming familiar objects to 
millions of visitors and passers-by. 

Perhaps, it is more fascinating to watch the 
eable or percussion system. This consists of 
dropping a heavy weight, called a “bit,” 
suspended from steel bars and a wire cable, 
and to go on dropping it on one spot day 
and night for months until, .with luck, it 
drops into an oil stand. On an average one 
in every four wells is dry, and if drilling is 
carried on on unproved and untried ground, 
as at Wembley, eighty-five wells out of one 
hundred are dry. It seems an expensive job, 
even if it is not for an exhibition. The 
Wembley drillers show proudly their fishing 
tackle. Apparently to lose the tools in. the 
bowels of the earth is a common occurrence 
in oil ‘well drilling. . It is then necessary: to 
fish for them. Weirdly-shaped spears, with 
hooks and teeth, are used to catch the truant 
tool. For weeks this fishing job may go on, and 
the driers must have the patience of all 
the anglers in the world. The first Américan 
oll well was, drilled in 1859, only 
sixty-five years ago. It was drilled hy 
Colonel’ Drake, a one-time railroad conductor, 
and the original tools which he used are on 
view at: the Exhibition. ‘The percussion sys- 
tem employed by Drake is the same in prin- 
ciple as that still employed in Poland, but 
these first two wells ever drilled in Middlesex 


show the great advance in oil well engineering 
to-day.. 


WEMBLEY’S ELECTRIC HOME. 


The exhibit.in the Palace of Engineering 
organised by the Electrical Development Asso- 
ciation is one of the most fascinating at 
Wembley. It is a collective exhibit of thé 
municipal and private electric authorities to 
stimulate the general use of electricity for al! 
household and domestic purposes. Demonstra- 
tions are given of the use in the home of elec- 
tricity for a hundred different purposes—for 
washing clothes, cooking, cleaning, heating, 
lighting, interior decoration, soldering broken 
utensils, etc. The demonstrations which 
are given at different stands have been at- 
ftended by thousands of visitors, many of 
whom have returned to the section not once, 
but many times. In a number of furnished 
rooms may be seen the varied installations of 
electricity fitted in keeping with the furniture 
of the rooms. Jt is not surprising to learn 
that, although no appliances have been sold in 
the «section, which is maintained. purely for 
propaganda’ purposes, the trade ot retailers 
and wholesalers, and, consequently, of the 
manufacturers, has received a great stimulus. 
The success which has attended this section 
will have a beneficial efiect on many other 
sections of the electrical industry, as the in- 
stallation of electric appuratus on a much 
larger scale will necessitate the use of large. 
quantities of wiring, larger electric cables and 
ynamos, and the. ultimate result myst . be 
beneficial to the whole electrical industry.

LORD BIRKENHEAD REVEALS 
SOME “ SECRET HISTORY.’ 


The ‘Earl of Bitkenhead, in an article in 
yesterday's Sunday Times on Mr. T. M.

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SEVERE FLOODS IN INDIA. 


WIDESPREAD DEVASTATION. 
MADRAS, Sunday. 

Information that is now coming in indicates 
the gravity of the floods which have caused 
widespread devastation in Southern India, 
though the loss of life is hitherto reported to 
be small. ‘the loss of property, cattle and

MORE LIGHT ON © 
JUTLAND. — 


LORD JELLICOE'S CONTROVERSY 
WITH THE ADMIRALTY. 


—— 


(By A Navat CoRRESPONDENT.) 


LONDON, Sunday. | 

The narrative of Jutland issued yesterday is 
the first official version of the battle which 
the Admiralty has acknowledged as such. 
The late Sir Julian Corbett’s story of the 
action, although published as- part of the 
official history of the war, was prefaced by 
a disclaimer, in which their lordships blunt)y 
voice their disapproval of certain principles 
enunciated by the author. 

In the present work we have presumably a 
full and impartial narrative of what occurred 
on the memorable May 31, 1916 It is 
founded. mainly on the materials collated by 


Captain J, E. T. Harper, a navigation: expert, 


and able officers who assisted him in the 
laborious task of tracing ship movements 
throughout the battle. | 

Seeing that no fewer than 154 vessels 
were engaged on the British side alone, it 
was inevitable that discrepancies should 
exist with regard to their positions at any 
given moment, and so the action must appear 
to many as a grey mass of ships manoeuvring 
in and out of the battle smoke, with no 
possibility of ascertaining their movements 
with clear and definite precision. . Un- 
fortunately the system of inter-fleet com- 
munications in use at that date does not 
appear to have functioned sufficiently. Im- 
portant signals from the flagships to their 
units and vice versa sometimes went astray. 
When Admiral Jellicoe disposed his fleet at 
nightfall between the enemy and the bases, 
thus enabling him, as he hoped, to renew 
the action on the morrow, the German Fleet 
doubled on its tracks and made for home 
round the tail of the British forces. It was 
sighted on the way hy several of our ships, 
none of which succeeded, however. in getting 
this vital piece of intelligence through to 
the flagship. 

Much space in devoted in the book to the 
contradictory reports transmitted from the 
battle cruisers, which misled Jellicoe as to 
the position of the enemy when he was on 
the point of deploving the Grand Fleet. 

There is no doubt that positions were 
wrongly plotted at times—as was not un- 
natural in the heat and turmoil of a fierce 
action—but it remains to be seen whether 
the Admiralty’s interpretation of the data 
will silence the controversy which has ever 
since raged round this subject. 

No fresh licht is shed on certain episodes of 
Jutland, which have always bewildered the 
public. We are not told, for example, why 
Admiral Beatty’s battle cruisers should have 
suffered so disproportionately when engaging 
an inferior German force. In this initial 
crash two British ships were blown up, and 
several others roughly handled, while the 


enemy appears to have received only slight 
damage. 


We learn here that the British battle fleet, 
after deployment, could only occasionally get 
into action; its actual firing was limited to 
two periods of about 20 and 15 minutes, 
respectively, and, though the Germans were 
heavily pounded in those brief encowtnters, 
they had only one big ship disabled. 

No particular significance is given in the 
narrative to Beatty's famous signal to 
Jellicoe at 7.47 p.m. :—‘* Submit van of 
battleships. follow battle cruisers. We can 
then cut off whole of enemy’s battle fleet ” — 
a signal which, according to Sir Julian 


Corbett, Admiral Jellicoe did his best to act 
upon. 


The present report was submitted before 
publication to Lord Jellicoe, whose criticisms 
of certain incorrect and misleading statements 
are printed as an appendix. The Admiralty, 
however, stands firmly to its guns, retorting 
to these strictures in copious and pointed 


footnotes.

A. garden féte in aid fof the World's 
Women's Christian Temperance Union 
(Ireland) was held at ‘* Tullamaine,’’ Leeson 
street, Dublin, last Saturday afternoon. The 
weather was fine, and there was a good 
attendance. 

The Rev. A. E. Hughes, who presided, said 
the world’s women’s organisation was 
characteristic of the activities of women in a 
good many directions all over the world. It 
was not fully realised, because the change 
had come so slowly, that women had entered 
‘upon a new era in the world. He thought 
it was very gratifying that many women’s 
orgenisations were trying to mend the 


‘} frayed edgés of Sciety whith had been torn 


by recent convulsions all over the world. 
‘Women, in -busying themselves in the tem- 
perance movement, were doing the greatest 
good that they: could do; because in its 
widest sense intemperance was the greatest 
cause of the world’s ills. Temperance work 
ought to be of great interest to wonien, 
because of their opportunities, and because, 
when things went wrong, it was the women 
suffered most. The word ‘ Christian ” 
motto of their organisation supplied the in- 
centive. A great many methods had been 
used in temperance work; some had failed; 
others were successful, but the only power 
that would enable men to overcome tempta- 
tion was the Gospel of Christ. 
The way to deal with temperance 
was to create a sound public opinion. They 
should educate the young, and give boys 
and girls sound ideas of the evils of in- 
temperance. He commended the work of the 
Association, and wished it. every success.

Cotmistin is, Í 
think, found in seventeenth century Irish, and 
in anv case is the correct Gaelic form of the 
Latin wotd, The best experts.in Ireland pass 
that Irish. Keating has fd shoom an start. 
[ have verified the quotation in Bedell’s Bible, 
and I am thankful for the correction. 
it may comfoit some Irish learners to re- 
member that Bishop Bedell was sixty when 
he began to learn that language, hoping to be 
able to help in the revision of the [Irish 
Bible—the New Testament had. already ap- 
peared ih Irish. He engaged one of the best 
native scholars to undertake the’ work, and 
‘always after dinner or supper he read over 
a chapter; and, as he compared the Irish 
translation with the English, so he compared 
the English with the Hebrew and the seventy 
interpreters, or with Diodati’s Italian version 
—which he valued. highly.” (Burnet's 
.“* Bedell,’ p. 92.) The native Irishman trans- 
lated from the English Bible. -Bedell was. an 
Essex man, and for some time was chaplain 
to the English Ambassador at Venice. While 
there he met Father Paul, the ‘higtorian of 
the Council of Trent,. and ‘they became 
friends. 
Although. Bedell was married -Kimself when 
he was Provost oí Trinity College, Dublin, he 
induced his colleagues to adopt:a law to the 
effect: that no married man. should be ad. 
mitted to be a Scholar or a Fellow. He also 
caused a statute to be enacted. requiring that 
“an Irish lecture be read publickly in the 
hall.” In his time whipping ‘was part of the 
College discipline. (Killen’s “ Ecclesiastical 
History of Ireland,” Vol. H., 8.) Arch- 
bishop Laud disliked Bedell’s Bible and in- 
duced the Irish Viceroy to agree with him: 
but Robert Boyle had it~published fifty years 
later at a cost of £700. 4 
The Dáil's criticism of Post Office. mis- 
management was far too mild..
